RA I LWAY A Kit A N G E M ENTS. 

TUo New York Meeting of tho. Transcontin- 
ental TralUc Association -Some of Its 
Business. 

CiiKJACo, Sept. 1. — The Tribune says : 
From persons who attended the meeting of 
the Transcontinental Association at New 
York, last week, it is learned that instead 
of bulldozing the other roads, tho Southern 
I'aeilie was downed on marly every point. 
The Canadian Pacific, it is stated, is in dead 
earnest, and will stick to its proposition to 
reduce West-bound rates September 10 to 
the proportion now charged by tbe South- 
ern i'aeilie on European goods, which would 
make the first class rate .'10 from New 
York to Sao Frnucuco against the present 
rate of f t. '20. This will necessarily force ull 
other lines to make correspondingly low 
rates, and knock the I'aeilie Mail subtiily, 
called " space rental " by tho Southern 
Pacific, higher than Gilderoy's kite. 

President Hill, of the (Jreut Northern, 
states that his only obi-ct in cutting loose 
fiom this atsooiation is based on a determi- 
nation to adopt such a rate of tariffs as will 
promote the business interests und build up 
the good towns along the line of bis road 
from St. Paul to Seattle. This he could not 
do under thu restrictive provisions of tho 
transcontinental agreement which creates 
great discrimination against interior locali- 
ties in favor of Pacific Coast points. He 
claims that inland towns have always stil- 
fi rid because of excessively high rates, and 
that he c.in remedy this stale of affairs by 
placing the Great Northern in a position to 
be entirely independent of the wishes of the 
other roads. 

The principal subject for consideration at 
the New York meeting, next to tho Pacific 
Mail ami the Canadian Pacific subsidy ques- 
tion, was the proposition of the Southern 
Pacific to reduce rates on canned grinds be- 
tween the Pacific Coast and New York to 
00 cents per 100 pounds, to enable overland 
routes to meet the competition of the clip- 
per lilies. The proposition suuserj a heated 
discussion, but, in spite of strong argu- 
ments made by the Southern Pacific's repre- 
sentatives, the proposition was voted down. 
Traffic Malinger Stubbs, of thu Southern 
Pacific, was lurious, and said ho would 
give tho required three months' notice of 
the reduction us soon as a decision was 
reached from the commissioners of the 
Western TrefBu Association, and would 
then put the 50-oeut rate into effect.

Montreal, Sept. 1.— General Passenger 
Agent McN'ichol of the Canadian Pacific 
being seen with reference to the charge of 
the Washington authorities that his com- 
pany was smuggling Chinese into the 
United States, said : "This company smug- 
gh s neither Chinamen nor any other persons 
or things. What object would wo have in 
so doing'; We sell tickets to Chinamen be- 
tween Canadian points bi cause we recognize 
DO nationality in our business; but we don't 
sell tickets to Chinese to any point in the 
United States, because wo know t lies law 
there is against their admission. The com- 
pany is ready to investigate any charge of 
collusion on the part of its employes in this 
mutter. Should any be found guilty, they 
will be at once dismissed. When we re- 
ceive your communication wc will go into 
the matter thoroughly."

THE CHOLERA. 



Every Precaution to Prevent the Epi- 
demic Getting- a Foothold 
in England. 



What Is Doing- in the United States- 
Talks of Fanner Qaar- 
autino. 

Interesting Particulars as to the Con- 
dition of Affairs in 
Europe. 



London, Sept. 1. — The newspapers to- 
day publish columns about tho spread of 
the cholera, methods of prevention, treat- 
ment, etc., etc. There are doily inquitus 
us to the amount of hospital room available, 
in case the disease should appear in London. 
The Pall Mall Gazette to-day prints a map 
showing the ravuges of the cholera in 1S-1S), 
when 53,203 persons died of this plague in 
Great Britain, and also showing the ravages 
of the deadly disease in 185-t, when 20,01)7 
died, und in 1SG0, when the number of 
deaths was 14,374. The sanitary conditions, 
tho Pall Mall Gazette says, have grown bet- 
ter every year, and now the people are able 
to stand the immense strain. It is known 
in London that matters are worse in many 
pluees on the continent than has been al- 
lowed to transpire. Telegrams conveying 
the truth have been suppressed or modified 
by the ofliciul censors, and tho newspaper 
mails bring an avalanche of cholera news 
that the despatches htivo not contained, 
show ing that the danger is much more seri- 
ous und widespread thau had been sur- 
m iced. 

There is considerable comment both in 
London and Liverpool on tho fact that 
while stringent precautions are used us 
regards the baggage of emigrants to the 
United States, the baggage of cabin passen- 
gers bound for New York on tho steamers 
lltitannic and tho Ohio passed without 
fumigation, ulthough a number of these 
passengers had come from I he continent, 
and some of them had undoubtedly visited 
nr passed through cholera infected cities. 
It is suggested that the cholera, in view of 
the difference in the precautions taken, is 
more likely to reach New Y'oik through the 
cabins than through the sterriige. Even 
the baggage of ports of the rtital districts of 
Ireland, and of emigrants from Norway and 
Sweden, where thete has not, been a sus- 
picion or suggest on of cholera, has been 
fumigated, while the baggage of cabin pas- 
sengers from the very seut of danger bus 
paBsed without any precaution. There is 
both indignation und fright in Edinburgh 
over the fact that several Hamburg steam- 
era h»ve been allowed to discharge fruit 
and other cargoes at Leith, tho port of Ed 
Inburgh, although the Bulo of fiuit is pro- 
hibited there, und that passengers arriving 
from Hamburg have been allowed to land at 
Leith almost without inspection a3 to their 
health. 

The Jewish Board of Guardians, a volun- 
tary body, is doing excellent wot k in aiding 
the regular authorities to look ufter the 
sanitation of the Jewish quarters in the 
east end of London. The board is a perma- 
nent body and has assumed most of the du- 
ties toward the Jewish population usually 
discharged by the boaids of Poor Law 
Guardians, which uro mostly Christian 
bodies. Tho Jewish board lias sent out 
circulars in English, containing the sanitary 
laws, the penalties fur their infraction and 
the best means of avoiding contagion from 
the cholera. Inspectors employed by the 
board are making a house to house examin- 
ation of the Jewish quarters and are re- 
porting ..II cases of overcrow ding or sanitary 
defects. The action of the b ard in tho 
past bus had the result of enabling the 
authorities to greatly improve the water 
supply and drainage of the Jewish quarter, 
and will lie very valuable now in helping to 
prevent an epidemic of cholera in this dis- 
trict. Hen jam in Cohen, ptesident of the 
society, wrote to Mr. Fowler, president, of 
the Local Government Board to-day, offer- 
ing to undertake any further co operation 
di sired. Wealthy Hebrews have guaran- 
teed to supply all the funds necessary to 
carry out the work- They declare they are 
glad of this opportunity to show their 
gratitude for England's generosity in afford- 
ing an asylum for their poor brethren. 

Ernest Hurt, president of the National 
Health Society, und editor nf the British 
Medical Journal, presided to-day at a meet- 
ing of thut Society at which many doctors 
und nurses were present. The general 
cholera situation was considered. The news 
of tho American quarantine of twenty days 
hud not reached England. Mr. Hart, m 
speaking of the proposed general quarantine 
of England, said it was an undesirable 
move. Such an elaborate system could not 
but be leaky and an incomplete quarantine 
was dangerous because of the false feelings 
of security which it inspired among thu 
public. 

At a meeting of the Health committee of 
the Liverpool municipality and medical olli- 
cers, it was reported that the emigrants 
who embarked yesterday were in excellent 
health; that the city of Liverpool was in 
the healthiest condition it hud been for a 
long time past, und that there was no 
rciiuon lo fear an epidemic. The passengeis 
of tho btiamer Gemma, from Hamburg, 
hive been released from quarantine at 
Gravesend. 

Berlin, Sept. 1. — Archbishop Dothoma, 
of Munich and Freysing, headed a procession 
which praded through that city with 
prayers and religious emblems, to invoke 
heaven to avert the cholera. Tens of 
thousands of people followed in the pro- 
cession und added their voices to the 
prayers and invocations offered up by the 
clergy. It a was most impressive spectacle. 
The public officials of Munich have hastened 
hack from their holiday vacation, and are 
holding meetings to determine and declare 
the steps to bo taken to keep the plague 
out of Munich. 

The notices of the Imperial Health Ollice 
announce the deaths nf two women and two 
men from Asiatic cholera in Charlottenburg 
to-day. Tho panic" is apparent in this city. 
The Emperor has expressed indignation on 
account of the carelessness of the Hamburg 
city government, and tho neglet of tho 
officials to keep the country informed of the 
dangers to be apprehended from fttgitivis. 

Hambcko, Sept. 1.— The •thermometer 
has fallen to 70 degrees, to-day, and there 
have been several light showers. The air ia 
clearer to-night than it bus been in the last 
ten days, nevertheless tho abatement of thu 



plague has not been eo considerable as to 
tiring much comfort to this stricken city. 
The most trustworthy reports give tho num- 
ber of fresh cases to-day us 081, and of 
deaths as 247. The decrease in the number 
of fresh cases since yesterday is 42, in tho 
number of deaths 23. Tho numbor of 
burials has fallen from .195 to 313. Tho 
city government bus again declared for tho 
faluitous policy of suppressing tho facts, 
and itH reports are received with ridicule. 

Prof. Northnagel und Prof. Kahler bavo 
been giving cholera patients enemas of 
warm salt water. It is claimod by thoso 
who have followed this course of treatment 
that fully 50 per cent, of those treated huvo 
recovered. 

The return of the intense heat threatens 
to cuuso the spread of the epidemic. Rag 
pickers have been fot bidden to meddle with 
the refine in the streets. 

Southampton, Sept. 1.— Although no 
cases of ihulera have been discovered here, 
the steamer Morgluy has been cnguged an 
receiving ship, and mi iron hospital is being 
erected. The first und second cabin pus- 
eeugers of the Fuerst Bismarck, of tho Ham- 
burg Line, have been sent to G-ermuny via 
London and Flushing. The steerage pas- 
tengers will be sent on a small steamer. 
The Fuerst Bismarck will unload and refit 
hero The steamship Kaiser Wilholm II. 
arrived hero from Bremen to-dny. Tho 
strictest ptecautions have been observed for 
the fumigation of tho baggage already on 
board und that taken on at this^port. 

VIENNA, Sept 1.— The Neuo Freie 
Presto contains the important announce- 
ment that the mortality among cholera 
patients in Hamburg has been reduced fully 
50 per cent, by injections of warm Balb 
water. The effect was immediato and mar- 
vellous, and many patients whoso pulao 
was bo feeble us to be indi-cerniblo often 
recover after the Bitnple treatment. In 
many cases, however, tho effect is bo short 
that a relapse follows. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 1. — III the last thrco days 
there have been 70 fresh oases of cholera, 
and '22 deaths. 

RoOKN, Sept. I. — The choleru hero is nok 
of the virulent type. There are 23 cases in 
the city, and to-day thero was one death. 

Swansea, Sept. 1. — Two seamen belong- 
ing to the steamship Harrington were ro- 
moved to tho hospital yesterday, suffering 
from what is supposed to be an attack of 
choleru. 

New York, Sept. 1. — Tho American 
Druggist, in its current issue, gives Bomo 
advice regarding the cholera scare. Ik 
says : "A great many people are giving 
themselves unnecessury trouble about 
cholera. The diseaso is only formidable 
where inadequate means exist for gruppling 
with it. Deficient und impure water 
supply is tho primary cuuso of 
its origin in Asia. Dirt, ignorance 
und warm weather uro tho principal 
transmitters of the disease. There is no 
sense in people being panic stricken here. 
No person need fear cholera if he cxercisca 
ordinary care in diet, cleanliness aud sani- 
tary surroundings." 

Deputy Health Officer Seyburn, who hau 
been in charge of the Str. Moravia since lash 
evening, returned to quarantine to-night nnd 
reported that there were no new develop- 
ments. 

A Btispccted case of cholera has been dis- 
covered in the heart of the tenemeut houso 
elistrict, on tho Eust side, this evening. 
Dr. Beck was summoned and found, in n, 
room on the fourth floor of a tenement 
house at No. 95 Orchard Btreet, a man 
lying on a sofa, sullering great agony. The 
man said he felt pains in his bones, that 
his stomach ached, and that ho 
vomited freely. Dr. Beck immediately 
became suspicious and askeel the man his 
name, anel how long he had been iu tho 
country. The man replied his namo was 
Joseph Etuanez, and that he hud arrived in 
this country, on Sunday last, by the Bteam- 
ship Russia, by way of Hamburg. Tho 
doctor, after affording tho patient somo 
temporary re lief, repot ted the case to the 
police, m ho promptly notified tho Board of 
Health, and an inspector was sent to tho 
house. He had not returned up to mid- 
n'ght. 

fhe Inman lino management has decided 
to carry only first aud second cabin passen- 
gers Irom Liverpool duiing tho month of 
September. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Sept. 1.— Precautions are 
being taken to prevent tho entrance of 
cholera from tho Canadian bolder. 

Montreal, Sept. 1. — The authorities ex- 
press a determination to spare no expense to 
prevent tho entry of the cholera. Tho 
local board of health has decidetl to meek 
three times a week until November 1, und, 
among other precautions, bus declared thab 
the bourd shall work in conjunction with 
the Provincial Hoard of Health, and that a 
Board of Consultation be appointed ; thak 
twelve more sanitary policemen bo ap- 
pointeel, so as to insure the thorough in- 
spection anel cleaning of every yard, lane, 
house and Btreet ; that physicians bo 
appointed to watch the arrival and de- 
parture of evary train, boat or other means 
of egress or ingress to the city. It hus 
also authorized tho securing of secluded 
houses throughout the city, to bo nsetl ua 
extra seclusion hospitals in case of need, 
and the supplying of disinfectants free. 
Disinfecting appliances and ambulances nro 
provided for, and an arrangement will bo 
made at onco for the daily removal of gar- 
bage and night soil. From now till No- 
vember 1st, tho Board will call upon tho 
Medical Society for advice and assistance. 
The harbor authorities huve also tleeideel to 
permit no vessel to enter the harbor, with- 
out a clean bill of health be first submitted 
to the Bourd of Health for its supervision. 
Mayor McShanc says ho will leave no mea- 
sures unexhausted to procure tbe beal pro- 
tection for tho city. 

BREAKING THE DEAD-LOCK. 

The Lieut.-Govcrnor Prorogues the N. W. 'f. 
Legislature Till Further Orders. 

Reqina, N.W.T., Sept. L— (Special.) — 
The expected hus happened, and LieuU- 
Governor Royal has put an end to th« 
present troubles in tho Legislative As- 
sembly by issuing a proclamation, this 
morning, declaring the Assembly prorogued, 
and relieving the members from further 
attendance until it is deemed expedient to 
convene another ecsaion.

Blaze at Vancouver— The 13. 
Iron Works Gone Up 
in Flames. 



Preparing For Operations at the 
Hatcheries— Brit ish Columbia 
Lumber For Australia. 



(Special to tho Colonist). 

VANCOUVER. 

Vakcodvkh, Sept. I. — When the Idlamlor 
steamed around Brockton Point this morn- 
ing at 4:."10, her crew noticed the eutiro in- 
let brilliantly illuminated, und a moment 
later were startled to find the B. C. Iron 
works in flames, but it was several minutes 
after 5 before they heard the first firo 
alarm rung out over the cily. No. 1 Com- 
pany, Water street, were on hand two inin- 
atos after they got tho alarm, the others in 
m*rvello»3ly short time, but they might as 
woll have postponed the visit for a few 
yours, for tho foundry wus in possession of 
tho dames and they wouldn't givo it up if 
the fire department of the entire province 
had been there. The B.C. Iron Woiks 
Company employed no watchman. As their 
orders were so numerous they worked night 
and day, and even then they were many 
months behind with their contracts. The 
firemen's prompt arrival was, howovor, 
the causa of a row of cottages being saved 
from destruction, and the only outside pro- 
perty destroyed was the CP. R. freight ear 
on a siding, loaded with castings. To de- 
monstrate the extraordinary stillness with 
which the flames did their work, Mr. 
SunuyBide Thomson, living close by, awoke 
at six a.m. and hearing water from the fire- 
men's hose (plashing on the roof, turned 
over remarking, "Guess I wont get up, 
wot morning, hound to rain all day." From 
Business Manager McFarlane it was learned, 
that tho gross loss had been placed at §75, - 
000. Somo of the machinery will 
probably be recovered. The fire is be- 
lieved to bo the work of an incendiury. 
Tho last workmen quit at '2 a.m., and tho 
firo started about 4. Most of the stock was 
held by the foremen of the different depart- 
ments. Your correspondent saw Mr. Mc- 
Farlane at 10 a.m., and at that hour he 
stated that tho company had arranged to 
leaso the Vancouver Iron Works, und com- 
plete their contracts. They started at once 
before tho embers were cool to clear away 
and rebuild on the present site, and expect 
to be running in two months. From Mr. 
liand, chairman, was learned that there was 
*ho following insuranco towards the 
$7. r ),000 lost : Commercial Union, $18,- 
000, ($2,000 salvage on the office 
not consumed.) Tho rest is mostly 
underwritten by San Francisco companies. 
Scottish Union and National, $2,f)00 ; Hart- 
ford, $2,500. What makes the situation 
utill more gravo is tho fact that one hun- 
dred men aro thrown out of employment 
by the disaster. 

A child, five months old, named Me- 
Phee, was taken to the smallpox hospital, 
suffering from smallpox, last night. 

Tho new Hamilton waterpipes for the 
Narrows, said to be able to stand -100 
pounds pressure, have been found to be 
sadly wanting, bursting at 'JG0 pounds. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Nbw Westminster, Sept. 1.— Another 
vessel to load lumber for Australia has been 
chartered by the Brunette Mills, and is ex- 
pected to arrive about the end of tho month. 

Reports from various parts of the district 
indicate that grouso will be much more 
plentiful this season than for many years 
past. The almost entire freedom of the 
country from forest fires, this summer, is 
given as the reason of the increaso. 

The British Columbia college opened its 
doors to pupils for the first time, this 
morning. Being the first day, all those in- 
tending to enter did not put in an appear- 
ance, but tho outlook for the present term 
is very satisfactory. Tho examinations for 
grading into the various classes begins to- 
morrow, and on Monday the regular work 
of the classes will begin. 

John McNab, Fisheries Inspector, went 
up to Harrison River to-day, to see whether 
tho salmon are getting sufficiently plentiful 
at the spawning grounds to warrant the 
■commencement of hatchery operations. Mr. 
McNab believeB that the department will 
issue instructions to start the hatchery 
earlier than usual, this year, and thinks by 
the 15th of the present month work will bo 
under way. 

The customs returns for the port of West- 
minster during the month of August were : 
Imports, dutiable goods, 518,512 ; free 
goods, $5,394. Total imports, §23,906. 
Duty collected, $9,067.59 ; other revenues, 
•5330 36. Total collections, $9,397.95. The 
exports reached $7,874. 

The Richmond municipal solons are hav- 
ing a little discord over the distribution of 
the finances of late, and the Reeve has re- 
fused to sign any more checks until all the 
liabilities are settled. Tho point in dispute 
is as to whether tho money should be 
credited to the loan by-law or to the general 
revenue fund. A lively time is expected 
over the assessment at tho Court of Revis- 
ion on Saturday, large numbers of appeals 
.having been sent in. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 1. — The electric tramway 
in No. 1 shaft of the now V. C. Co., was in 
operation yesterday and its working proved 
ontirely satisfactory. The coal from this 
mina will shortly be brought over by this 
moans instead of by mules. 

The month of August was not bo brisk ns 
previous months in the coal trade at Nanai- 
mo. There was a falling off, but of late a 
steady improvement has been shown.

CuiUAlNUS, Aug. 31. — Mrs. West haver, 
who has been visiting her sou, James West- 
haver, returned to Seattlo on Sunday. 

Mr. Roberts has left for Port Townaend 
In spend a week. 

Mr. Pirt, the late filer in the mill, is now 
on his way for the American side. 

Mr. K. Raymond, who has been unfortun- 
ate enough to have a felon on his hand, re- 
turned from St. Joseph's Hospital, whero ho 
has been under treatment during the past 
month.

POSLNG AS ABUSED. 

Capt. Lorentzen, of the liark Majestic. 
Claims that He was Harshly 
Treated. 

Capt. N. C. Lorentzon, of the American 
bark Majestic, which brought down tho 
crews of the seized schooners, has made an 
attempt to pose as a martyr, on tho other 
side, by complaining of his treatment by 
Collector Milne whilo here. 

The Seattle Telegraph, of September 1, 
contains tho following statement, as coming 
from the captain : "Instead of being 
thanked for having saved tho lives of about 
76 British sailors from bIow starvation, he 
says ho was censured for having assumed 
any authority in the matter. When Capt. 
Lorentzen requested a short time to com- 
municate with his owners in San Francisco, 
he was informed that if he did not at once 
present his bill for tho transportation and 
maintenance of the crews he J would not bo 
paid at all. " 

The fact of tho matter is that Captain 
Lorentzen, according to tho combined state- 
ment of the rescued crows, American and 
British, acted throughout, tho entire ali'air 
in the most selfish manner. The accom- 
modations furnished were those of the hold. 
The provisions furnished were those o[ the 
sealers themselves, and they were cooked 
on their own stove. When the Majestio 
arrived here the captain is said to have had 
eight boats and two canoes which originally 
belonged to the schooners. Thoso he 
claimed to have purchased from tho Ruj- 
sians, who put them up at auction, and as 
Lorentzen was the only man who had any 
money, he bought them. He stated to 
Collector Milne that the entire transaction 
was a matter of " business" with him, and 
that ho expected to get S10 or $15 each 
from their governments for bringing the 
men down, > 

Collector Milne asked him if ho did not 
think he was sufficiently paid in the boats 
and provisions. To this Lorentzen replied 
that the owners could not have gotten those 
anyway, as the Russians would not let them 
go. When asked if he did not think he had 
acted rather shabbily in the matter, and if 
he would like to be treated in such a man- 
ner if he should be cast away, Lorentzen 
replied that he would take his chances 
on being cast away, and that the whole 
thing was simply "business" with him. 
From first to last Lorentzon showed plainly 
that he had acted from tho most selfish 
motives, und when taxed with this, mado 
no attempt at denial.

Tho Matter of tlio Russian Seizure of 
Sealing: Schooners "In 
Statu Quo." 



Tlio Government Asked to Send Some 
Assistance to Distressed 
Crews. 



Tho lapse of another clay has not tended 
to decrease the anxiety felt among those 
interested for the safety and welfare of 
aealing schooners which tntiy visit the Rus- 
sian Coast and be gathered in by the Zxbla.- 
ka and other "Bear" cruisers. ' 

On tho contrary, while tho feeling has 
somewhat abated, the gravest fears are still 
expressed that tho crews of those vessels 
which may be so unfortunate as to bo cap- 
tured, may have to undergo dire privations 
ami bo compelled to sudor tho harshest 
treatment at the hands of their captors. 

Urgent representations of tho exact state 
of affairs have been made to tho Govern- 
ment at Ottawa with the object of having 
some assistance seut to the Russian side, 
among the telegrams sent being the follow- 
ing : ■ 

JJfon. C. //. Tapper, Aliniater of Murine, 
Ottawa : 

The Sealers' .Association foar moro seizures 
by Russians and express anxiety for distressed 
crows. Few vessels frequent noriham Rus- 
sian ports at this soison of tho your, and lonn

The only reply received, so far, has been 
in answer to a message to Sir John Abbott, 
the Premier, stutiiiir that bo was out ol 
town, but that the communication hail been 
forwarded to him, and a reply is now ex- 
pected. What action tho Government will 
take, it is hard to suy ; but tho hope is 
freely expressed that influence will be 
brought to bear upon tho Home 
Government to have one of the 
warships of the Pacific squadron sent over 
with positive instructions what to do. 
Further than this it is not thought much 
will bo done at present, as it will take some 
time to go through tho requisite formula: of 
communicating with the Russian Govern- 
ment through the British Foreign Office and 
the Embassy at St. Petersburg. 

United States Consul Myers, yesterday, 
received a reply to his telegram to Washing- 
ton. He was authorized to grant any neces- 
sary assistance to the captain and crew of 
the American schooner White, but as they 
bad all left for the oilier side prior to the 
receipt of tho telegram, nothing could bo 
done. 

The captains and men who were seized on 
the different Victoria scalers, will attend 
to-day, at the Customs House, to enter their 
formal protest, which will be set forth in a 
statement reciting all particulars of the voy- 
age from the day of leaving port, and every 
material incident in connection with the 
seizure. It will also slate the fact, that ut 
the time of the seizure the vessels were not 
in the "forbidden wuters. " On the con- 
trary they were upon the high seas. This 
declaration and protest will at once he for- 
warded to the proper authorities. 



COQTJITLAM STILL HELD. 



Tho Alaskan Court Unable to Adjudi- 
cate Upon the Case, Which 
Stands Adjourned. 



Arrival of tlio Islander From 
North With Her Excurs- 
ion Party. 



the 



The C.P.N, company's steamer Islander, 
Capt. J no. Irving, arrived in early yester- 
day afternoon, from her last excursion trip 
of the season to Northern British Columbia 
ports and Alaskan wuters. She brought 
down a full list of passengers and a large 
cargo of freight. 

The news brought of the liritish steamer 
Coquitlam, now held by the United States 
authorities at Sitka, for violation of the 
revenue laws, is not of any too cheering a 
character. The bonds for the release of the 
vessel having licet) sent up, it 
was confidently expected she would 
have been at once released. The 
Alaskan district court met to consider 
the case on August 27, Judge Truitt pre- 
siding, lioth sides of the ease were argued 
by counsel, but no decision was arrived at, 
tho judge holding that in the absence of his 
colleague on the bench, he was powerless to 
adjudicate. The further hearing of the case 
was therefore adjourned nine die, and it 
will probably not be taken up for 
another month or so. In the meantime the 
bonds are in Sitka, and will be ready when 
required. Capt. McLellan of the Coquit- 
lam has come down, however, having de- 
cided that it would he useless to remain 
longer in Alaska. Six of his crew were also 
bronu'la down on the Islander as deck pas- 
sengers. 

1 no salmon pack for the season is over, 
.\nd a large number of cases, 10,100 in all, 
were received by the Islander. This lot 
includes 2, .300 casts from the Cascade Can- 
nery, 2,500 from Cunningham's on the 
Skeena, 5,000 from the Standurd, and 000 
from Gardner's Inlet. Besides this freight, 
there were a large number of barrels of 
salmon bellies, a quantity of furs, and a 
large amount of specie, the whole being con- 
signed to Victoria business houses. 

The passengers whose good fortune it 
was to have made tlio trip, are more than 
enthusiastic, and speak in glowing terms of 
tho beauty and grandeur of the scenery. 
The Islander ealk l at 22 pluceH in British 
Columbia and at six in Alaska, and 
the tourists were thus able to view 
many sights off the regular line of travel. 
At Gardner's Inlet, Capt. Irving ran the 
steamer right up to one of tho falls, bo that 
the spray and loam dashed up on the deck. 
Tho passengers, in recognition of this favor, 
"christened" the falls "Irving'a Falls," by 
which name they will be known for all 
time to come. 

Ono of the round trip passengers was 
Miss Scidmore, of Washington, D.C., who 
is out on the Coast as a travelling cor- 
respondent of Harper's Weekly. Thislady 
was taken on board, at Vancouver, with her 
collar bone broken, having met with an un- 
fortunate accident. The broken bone had 
been set, but u few days out on the upward 
trip it slipped and at Sitka it was found 
necessary to take a doctor- and nurse on 
board. The misfortune interfered very con- 
siderably with the pluisure of Miss Suid- 
moro's trip.

Tho Quadra Developes High Speed, 
Her Engines Working 
Easily. 



New Steamboat Law, Which Is Inter- 
esting 1 Reading - — Those Barges 
on the Ann. 



Tho Government steamer Quadra, Cupt. 
Gaudin commanding, anil Chief iingineer 
Gordon Grant in charge of the 11 works," 
returned yesterday from a trip to Nanaimo 
and the Sand Heads, in the course of which 
she replaced a buoy in False Narrows aud 
coaled several lighthouses. She leaves this 
morning for Carmanah with a supply of coal 
for the fog horn. On the way in yesterday 
the officers of the Quadra " let her loose," 
for the first time in British Columbia 
waters, and with tho iudicutor showing 1 SO 
lbs. of steam and tho engines making !),"> re- 
volutions per minute, tho new steamer 
swept through the water at the rate of 14 
knots. Twelve knots is tho guaranteed 
speed, und V2\ the high mark on the trial, 
yesterday's peiformance being the Quadra's 
best, anil yet there was not the slightest 
rattle or jerk in the engine room, everything 
working smoothly and easily, there being 
2(1 lbs. of steam to spare. 

Copies of the Act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Dominion Parliament, amending 
the .Steamboat Inspection Act, have just 
reached this city. 

Section 53, us it now is, seems to go to 
the root of the 24th of May barge difficulty, 
It reads : 

No tug boat shall tin employed to tow any 
barge or any boat, bateau, scow or undecked 
vessel having pussenRuis on board, unless such 
vessel 1ms been Inspected by an inspector of 
hulls and equlpmci t, aril by him ceilifl-d, as 
provided In xcheduloC of this ,\ct. to bo tit nnd 
properly equipped to carry p isseiiKers on tho 
waters on which she Is so towed, and no such 
vessel shall when so towed have on hoard 
u greater number of passengers than she is 
corliUed as being lit to carry safely: 

Two other sections, 7 and 8, will also be 
read with interest by marine men here.

RETALIATION. 

President Harrison's retaliatory measure 
with respect to canal tolls came into force 
yesterday. Is is not very severe, and will 
not do much, if any harm, to Canadian 
trade. Twenty-cents a ton imposed on 
grain-laden vessels going through the Siuilt 
Ste. Marie Canal is not likely to ruin many 
Canadians or to divert the grain trade of 
Camilla to American porta. The toll on the 
Sault Ste. Mario Canal is imposed precisely 
iu the same way as the tolls on the VYelland 
Canal, with this difference: On the Ameri- 
can canal a rebate ia allowed in favnr of 
American porta while on the Canadian canul 
the rebate ia intended to favor Canadian 
eoaports. 

The course which the Americans have 
taken can hardly bo slid to bo consistent or 
in accordance with the highest morality. 
They declare that iu allowing a rebate to 
vessels of both nations which favor Can- 
adian ports the Canadian Government vio- 
lated the terms of the Treaty of Washing- 
ton—committed a flagrant breach of faith. 
What the American Government lias now 
done is to do with respect to the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal precisely what the 
Canadian Government has done with re- 
spect to the VYelland Canal— that is, it has, 
iiccording to its own showing, violated the 
Treaty of Washington. The Canadians 
have Borne excuse lor the courso they have 
taken, for they believe that in allowing a 
rebate to all vessels that discharge their car- 
goes at o Canadian seaport, they do not 
break faith with the Americans— that they 
do not violate the terms of the Treaty of 
Washington. But when the United States 
Government allow a rebato to vessels dis- 
charging their cargoes in American ports, 
it does what it declares is morally wrong, 
and what it condemns the Canadian Gov- 
ernment for doing. It acts upon the vicious 
principle that two wrongs do make one 
right A week ago there was, according to 
the Americans, only ono breach of the 
Treaty of Washington. To-day, il the 
American authorities have uctud under 
President Harrison's proclamation, there 
lias been, the Americans themselves being 
the judges, another breach of that Treaty. 

If Smith stole Brown'B cow to got even 
•with Brown for stealing 1) ia sheep, lie would 
be acting very much in the same way as the 
United Statee, according to their own 
contention, is acting to get even with 
Ciundi. Moralists, who are not the nioet 
rigid, tell us that it is wrong to steal even 
from a thief, and they hold that it ia an 
honest man's duty to be as- good ub his word 
with all men — with those who aro dishonest 
a,s well as with those who are honest. Hut 
it may be Biiid that tho principles which are 
aouud with respect to dealings between 
individuals do not apply to transactions 
between nations. That when the violation 
<if a treaty is heralded by a long proclama- 
tion with tho President's namo at the end 
of it, it loses its charactor as a breach of 
faith. It eeema to uh that men whoso 
minds are free from prejudice will see that 
the retaliation which takes tho shape of 
what is admitted to bo a breach of faith — a 
violation of a solemn agreement — is not 
exactly the kind of retaliation which a man 
of high principle and tender conscience 
would resort to. 

We hope that when the present season 



closes, this unpleasant business of retuliatirn 
will come to an end. Wo believo that it ia 
always beat to net up to the strict inter- 
pretation of an ugreement, so as not to 
leave either party a pretext for complaining 
that an advantage was taken of it by the 
other. If this tolls question were submitted 
to tlio arbitration of honest and capable 
business men as soon as it was raised, we 
are very sure that no ditliculty would have 
arisen out of it. It is a small dispute, com- 
paratively, but it might have led to very 
disastrous consequences, 

MORE "SASS." 

Tho "Times " in its puerile fashion gives 
tho Colonist a good deal of sauce about 
tho Bryno matter, but it has not attempted 
to show that the man had anything to com- 
plain of. It evidently has made no en- 
quiry into the case, and it isunublo to show 
that tho statements of tho gentlemen who 
had charge of its protege while ho was in 
tho quarantine anil suspect stations, are 
open to question. "Hollering" ucros3 the 
fence and calling names may bo considered 
by tho "Times" a good substitute for ovi- 
denco and argument, but sensible people 
take them for what they tiro worth. The 
truth is that Piast Uryno was well treated 
by tho health authorities, and tho attempt 
to make the public believe that he waa a 
victim* of extortion und ill-treatment has 
been a complete failure. 

The next timo our contemporary tries to 
bring tho men who were so successful in 
stamping out tho smallpox into discredit, it 
should get hold of a more promising subject 
than poor Piast Bryno. 

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Those who believe that tho Conservatives 
of Ontario will not submit to tho leadership 
of Sir John Thompson, should read what the 
Montreal Witness says about tho Hon. Wil- 
frid Laurier. Canadians know that in 
matters of religion tho Witness is not by 
any means remarkable for its liberality. 
There are, indeed, people in tho city of 
Montreal where that paper is published, 
who set it down as a bitter bigot and an un- 
relenting enemy of Catholics and Catholic- 
ism, yet the Montreal Witness speaks in the 
following terms of the Liberal leader : 

"Nor have the Liberals any cause to be 
dissatisfied with the leadership of Mr. 
Laurier, a leader without fear and without 
reproach, at once skilful, tactful, conciliat- 
ing but firm and eloquent. Above all, he is 
honored for his integrity and respected tor 
his character and his intellect." 

If the Witness thus enthusiastically ac- 
cepts u French-Canadian and a Roman 
Catholic as the leader of its party because 
he is an able man, of high character, it ia 
not to bo expected that tho Toronto Con- 
servatives n ill reject a statesman whose 
conduct — both public and private — is above 
reproach, and who bus proved that he pos- 
sesses uncommon intellectual ability, and 
many of the qualities w hich aro required in 
a successful party leader. It can truly be 
said of Sir John Thompson that he is u lead- 
er "without fear and without reproach, 
at once skilful and tactful, conciliatory but 
Ami and eloquent. Above all ho is honored 
for It is integrity and respected for his char- 
acter anil his intellect." It is incredible that 
the Ontario Conservatives should refuse to 
follow such a man as this when he stands in 
the direct line of tho Premiership. II the 
Montreal Witness can joyfully and admir- 
ingly accept Mr. Laurier as the leader of 
the party which it supports, surely the Con- 
servative Protestants of Ontario must feel 
glad that they have such a man as Sir John 
Thompson to take tho Premiership, if un- 
fortunately Sir J. J. C. Abbott should find 
it necessary to retire from public life. 



greater part of their self-importance, thoy 
will find that it is foolish as well as use- 
less for them to kick when they cannot 
have everything their own wuy. It is 
evident that somo of them will be immen- 
sely benefitted by being brought down a 
good many pegs. 

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 

Tho Seattle Telegraph takes a clear view 
of the Hehring Sei question, Commenting 
upon the recent seizures on tho western side 
of that sen, it says: 

"There cannot be two rules of maritime 
law, one for the Pacific and ono for the 
Atlantic, and no one will pretend that if 
Great Britain assumed to claim exclusive 
jurisdiction in waters lying in respect to 
the Canadian Maritime Provinces and New- 
foundland as the locality where the sealers 
were seized does iu respect to Russian 
territory, tho claim would be for ono mo- 
ment admitted. If tho astounding claim 
that Russia makes for sovereignty over 
waters a thousand miles from her shores 
can for one instant bo sustained, then 
Great Britain, by virtue of tho owner- 
ship of Ireland on the ono side and 
Labrador and Newfoundland on tho other, 
may declare the North Atlantic marc 
claiuttm, an idea which would not bo toler- 
ated lor a single instant. So preposterous 
ia tho claim which the Russian authorities 
aro alleged to set up, that wo think it well 
to suspend judgment until further informa- 
tion i3 forthcoming, Tho claim as made ia 
ono against which every civilized nation 
would protest, for onco it is admitted, the 
ocean would cease to bo the highway ot na- 
tions. " 

Of course, it is necessary to hear what tho 
Russians have to say before a judgment can 
be formed of the naturo of their action. Rut 
if what tho returned sealers say is true, or 
anything like true, there is nothing to be 
said in extenuation of any part of tho con- 
duct of the Russian authorities, either on 
land or on tea.

THE NORTH WEST MUDDLE. 

The crisis in the Northwest Legislative 
Assembly has become more intense. Since 
the resignation of the Speaker the House has 
not been able to organize. No one aeems to 
see a way out of the mess into which the 
blundering and ambitious legislators have 
involved the infant state. The causes of 
the ditliculty are pretty much as we sur- 
mised. The Calgary Herald, in a moderate 
and judicious article on the subject, points 
to the origin of tho trouble. Here is an ex- 
tract from it : 

" We cannot say, however, that we are 
disappointed in what has happened, and we 
are not disposed to exaggerate the impor- 
tance of the event. History is but repeat- 
ing itself. In tho early days of responsible 
government in our Canadian provinces gov- 
ernments were turned out on no more sub- 
stantial pretexts than those offered at Re- 
ginaon last Wednesday night. Men's personal 
ambitions are a factor that must always bo 
reckoned with in tho game of politics ; und 
these will have inlluenco in an Assembly 
where thcro are no principles to divide 
members or to hold them together within 
party bonds. Mr. Haultuin had made 
uctive enemies in his treatment of the old 
Advisory's Council, and probably also by a 
want of tact in handling the members of 
tho present Assembly. Besides, there is 
now a fund of over three hundred thousand 
dollars a year to be controlled by tho As- 
sembly, und it ia only natural to expect 
that the more uetivo spirits outside of hia 
exeeutivo should want to have a good deul 
to say in regard to its disposal."

THEIR FATE UNKNOWN. 



Two Iioats' Crews Missing 1 From the 
Annie C. Muoro -Possibly Cap- 
tives of Russia. 



(iootl Hunting in the .Japan Sea— The 
Sayward Considerably 
Overdue. 



The return to port of tho schooner Annio 
C. Moore, yistciday morning, throws no 
now light upon the conduct of the Russian 
authorities in their campaign of seizure, 
while it emphasizes the danger to which all 
the sealers who have gono into the Copper 
Island neighboi hood uro exposed. 

On July 22, tho Moore, Capt. Fred. 
Hackett, reached the hunting grounds forty 
or fifty miles to tho south-east of Copper 
Islund, wbero just two weeks were spent. 
Both seals and sealers were plentiful, tho 
E. B. Marvin, Agnes McDonald, Teresa, 
Penelope, Maria, W. P. Hall, Walter L. 
Rich, Favorite and several others being in 
sight of each other for several days. Cupt. 
Hackett lowered his bouts only eight times, 
but secured the respectable total of 450 
skins. 

August 2 was the last day on which seal- 
ing was attempted, and on the afternoon of 
that day the fog settled down, completely 
obscuring objects only a few yards away. 
Two of the bouts did not return to the 
schooner, which was laid-to the next day 
ami the next, and the fog-horn kept blow- 
ing to guide the lost ones back to their 
friends. The sea was swept by the glasses 
whenever the fog lifted momentarily, but 
no sign of boats or men was to bo hud. 

The E, B. Marvin being the Moore's 
nearest neighbor, Capt. Hackett paid a 
visit to Captain Cox, on the third duy after 
the disappearance of the mm, and learned 
that one boat, witli its crew, from tho Mar- 
vin wus also lost. Hunter William Shields, 
a veteran of this port, wus in charge, his 
two bout men being late arrivals in llie pro- 
vince. 

From the Marvin it was also learned that 
some of tho boats had, while out sealing, 
seen a nter.ni launch such us are curried by- 
all cruisers und cutters. The launch's whistle 
was also heard on board tho Moore, and her 
captain und cre.v now believe that sho must 
have been from the Zabfaka, or somo of her 
associates. This being the cuso thero is a 
strong probability that the lost bouts havo 
been seized and tho hunters made prison- 
ers. Of course, it is equally probable that 
they have been picked up by somo other 
vessel of tho sealing fleet, or havo gone to a 
sailor's grave. 

The last would not, their shipmates 
think, be much worse than a Russian prison 
or even than freedom on tho inhospitable 
Siberian coast with no friends, no money, 
no clothing, no shelter and no opportunity 
of reaching home. 

Tho occupants of the missing boats from 
the Moore ure not very well known here, 
most of them being comparatively recent 
arrivals. Their names are : 

Hardy Murray, hunter, of Sydney, C.It. 

Charles Boyle, steersman. 

Charles llarkins, boat-puller. 

William Nesbttt, hunter, of Sydney, C.B. 
Joseph Devoy, steersman. 
1'eler Warren, boal-pullor. 

It was on account of tho loss of her boats, 
as well as because of the continual anxiety 
and feur of dilliculty with tho Russians, 
that tho Mooro came home. Sho bad not 
very good luck, but she got homo safely— 
winch is a great deal just now. 

The Moore bade good- bye to the Marvin 
on August 6, Captain Cox sending down his 
best respects to all at home. He has not 
given up his boat's crew as lost by any 
means ; on the day of their disappearance 
there were five Canadian and one American 
schooner in sight, by some of which Shields 
and bis companions were doubtless picked up.

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WHAT TEE DOCTORS SAY 



As to the Mental Condition of Thad- 
deiiH Harper Before and 
After the Acaident. 



Tho Chief Factor in the Celebrated 
Case of Harper vs. 
Cameron. 



The full text of Mr. Juatico Crease's 
judgment in the case of Harper vs. Cameron 
has been given in the Colonist, concluding 
in yesterday'B iesue. lu the judgment his 
Lordship referred to tho medical testimony 
in the cuee, the 6rst instalment of which is 
given below : 

Dr. Davie's Evidence: — He examined 
Thaddeus Harper at St. Joseph's hospital 
with Dr Helmcken just ufter the uecident 
in July, 1S84, and thus describes the wound. 
Ho had a icounrl over his bruin. Had also 
a part of his j ivv broken and all the front 
tooth. I recollect that particularly, be- 
cause of tho trouble at the time he had in 
getting and keeping them in place. Tho 
first part of tho upper jaw was broken away 
with tho greater part of the teeth — and 1 
think he bad also a wound over the head, 
I won't swear about that wound but 1 think 
he had a wound over the brain. 

Q. Was the brain aiieoted " A. Well, 
tho man came down in charge of a keeper — 
of a man who really had to look after him 
as he would look after a child. In fact, 
when I raw Harper at that time he was 
insane. Of course 1 got the history that he 
was eo long unconscious and that when he 
recovered, or ir/ien lie did speak, lie wan 
insane. As to the effect of the injury upon 
the brain of Mr. Harper, 1 think his brum 
wag injured by thin kick which ho had in- 
flicted upon him; there must havo been 
cither somo slight lexion of the brain tisssue, 
or somo interference with the circulation. 
Those are some of the sort of things I should 
have expected to find if I looked at his 
brain. As to tho effect on the man's mind, 
recollect that medical men think that in- 
sanity depends upon absolute structural dis- 
rajir. of the brain itself. Wo do not think 
that a matter of mind. It is a pecidiarity 
in the conformation or condition of the brain 
itself. I am speaking of the functions of the 
brain. Of course, man's mind and intellect 
are part ot the functions of the brain. 1 
found tho man absolutely unreasonable, de- 
void of sense, and he continual in that state. 
I may state Dr. Helmoken was almost 
always with me ; we saw him together, for 
some reason or other, because he had im- 
portant interests — -wo were both concerned 
in the case. 

Q. Supposing that theory to be correct, 
that his brain had suffered concussion, what- 
ever it was, would that state of mind con- 
tinue — what would bo the ordinary course 
of events ? 

A. I can tell you what the course of 
events was with him. He remained abso- 
lutely insane— absolutely incapable of taking 
fare of himself in any way, shape, or form, 
for several weeks ; was just as insane as a 
person could be. He wasn't violent, but 
talked rubbish, and really had no connected 
idea in his head. Talked about all the ab- 
surd things possible. Had no reason— was 
absolutely insane without a doubt. After 
that, I can't tell you the exaVit length of 
time during which I saw him, but he grad- 
ually improved, became more rational, and 
in the end left, the hospital, still under his 
keeper ; remained in Victoria some little 
tune, and alter that slipped away, I be- 
lieve, up country again, with this man still 
in charge of him. 

Q. Can you form an opinion of the pro- 
bability of his total recovery within any 
reasonable time ? 

A. Well, I have seen him several times 
Hince, not in a professional way. Yes, I 
did see him afterwards though. I forgot 
-about thftt, Three or four times after that 
he came down to show me the condition of 
his teeth, to go to the dentist about [baking 
a plate. Ho came and saw me every two 
or three mouths for a littlo while, so that I 
did see him professionally afterwards. 

Q. What wus your opinion of him ! 

A Well, I never thought myself that the 
man was thoroughly sensible. I never 
thoueht he h»d recovered Lis reasan entirely. 
J n fact he hail nut. 

(),. As to his ^upaeity for business 
matters ? 

A. 1 will tell you what I think about the 
man. I think at the time when I ceased to 
attend to him professionally, he was 
capable of going into Frank Campbell's and 
buying three or four cigars and paying the 
proper amount for them; but I do not /hint 
he was capable ot' entering into any targt 
business transaction, or of thinking <>ut an;/ 
large transaction or properly weighing the 
circumstances and surroundings of any 
large transaction. As to the effects of 
lunacy. Sometimes those whoso minds are 
affected distrust those in whom they had a 
great deal of confidence ; it is not at ull an 
uncommon occurrence. 

Q. Is it a common occurrence for a man 
who was a prudent, cautious man prior to 
his mind being affected— after the injury to 
bis brain, to develop speculative tendencies 
and rashness generally ! 

A. 1 cannot answer that question. It 
may have any possible eff. ct on his mind. 
It may make a man exactly thi opposite <;/' 
what he was — ouo who has been philan- 
thropic, as niggardly as possible, and may 
do exactly the reverse; might nniko him 
throw away his money across James Bay 
bridge into the water. I cannot I'll what 
it wilt do. Anything: Anythiny under 
the sun. It frequently produces a radical 
change in a man's method of doing things— 
in everything— that is insanity. So that 
such a change as this does undoubtedly im- 
press itself upon those who meet him in 
every day life. In some cases a man may 
appear to his ordinary acquaintances as 
being all right — and again you touch upon 
some particular topic, und ho becomes as 
mad as a March hure. He may be all 
right, in almost evei ything, or ull right in 
nothing. Ho may be wcakminded in a 
great many things without being positively 
insane. He muy be generally weak-minded, 
and that might happen as the result of an 
accident. A man of weak intellect may 
have Am memory impaired for ever. 

Q. Did you see him in l'sST. 

A. I could not tell you. 

Q. When have you seen him since? 

A. I spoke to him two or three days ago. 

Q. Do you think ho had then entirely 
recovered 1 

A. When I meet a person. I muko an ex- 
amination, and form an opinion while con- 
versing with a man. Most decidedly so. 
When a medical man sees a patient or sees 
any one, he is bound to dissect him gener- 
ally, lie is bound to make up his mind — 
whether ho is in his senses or not— whether 
ho is sano or not. 

Q. Vou have seen him ? 

A. I met him repeatedly, and have seen 
him walk, and handle himself — and 
/ have formed an opinion as to 
his recovery or not from the effects of this 
accident. Yes, I must say that ever since 
1 have attended Mr. Harper (in July, ISSi) 
whenovor I have secu him, I have gone 
through tho same mental process. 1 have 



thought to myself, " Well, how far baB this 
man recovered ?" and 1 have formed my 
own opinion. I havo answored the ques- 
tion to myself. 

Court : You may answer the question to 
us. Now, when you saw him ana looked nt 
him, what opinion did you form upon his 
case! 

A. My opinion was that he mental/!/ was 
an entirely different man from what he had 
been before his accident ; that he is so at 
this day, and probably will remain so. 

When cross-examined by Mr. Wilson, tho 
learned doctor said : Yes, it is quite pos- 
sible I may ho wrong in this ease. If you 
siy you could cite to me a number of in- 
stances in which ho had entered into large 
transactions that were profitable and good 
business transactions, which you think 
might shake my opinion a little, I answer 
A T o, / don't know that it would. I have told 
you already that I don't think tho man is 
capable of forming a judgment about any- 
thing requiring more than the most ordi- 
nary effort. 

Q, Hut if I show you that he had '.' 

A. Ho might, by a lluko, havo bought 
the best mine on the face of the earth for 
four bit« ; it wouhl hi by a fluke, anil not by 
process of reasoning. My own opinion is this, 
that although ho might occasionally con- 
clude some bargain which would be thor- 
oughly sensible, and turn out well, 'yet, I 
think if you take the case of that man since 
he mot with that accident, you would find 
it characterized by insanity, by want of proper 
mental balance. Some of his acts, or two of 
them, might be the acts of a sano person, 
and might turn ouj, well. 

Q, Is the character of the disease whioh 
you fancy bis brain is affected with one in 
which the process of recuperation will go 
on regularly '/ 

A. To tell you tho truth, my opinion is 
that once you alter any tissue of tho body, 
onco you alter it by injury or disease, 1 
don't think myself the thing ever recovers 
itself. 

Q. Might he not so far recover himself aB 
to bo able to conduct a business transaction 
properly ? 

A. Oh, ho might have become perfectly 

5M10. 

t,*. There may have been intervals of 
weeks, (lays or hours in which he was per- 
fectly sane, may there not ''. 

A. All I judge by is the man's mental 
condition, when I absolutely saw the man 
myself and when I got into talk with him. 
As 1 told you before, as long as my profes- 
sional attendance continued on Mr. Harper, 
he was absolutely insane ami nt othcrtimes 
since that time; I do not consider that he 
wus the sumo man nentully that he was be- 
fore the accident. What he was between 
those times I do not know. He may have 
stood on his head the wholo time for all 1 
know. 

Q, And may have been perfectly compe- 
tent to transact business '.' 

A. Well, he might possibly. It is hardly 
my opinion. I have to judgo by what I 
came across, and my own opinion is, my 
own impression was, that the man's mind 
was thoroughly unhinged, that it remained 
unhinged, and in fact remains more or less 
unhinged at the present day, and, judginc 
from the past, I imagine it will remain un- 
hinged until tho end; but, perhaps, 
not more £o than lots more of us. No, I 
have made no regular examination of him 
lately and ceased my medical attendance on 
him for years. 1 could not tell you how 
many years; a great many yeurs. 

Q. From what you know of him was Mr. 
Harper competent to give evidence in court? 
Of the past, I mean ? 

A. As regards what happened to him ? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Most decidedly not; couldn't give any 
more evidence of it than you could yourself 
of the accident. No; nor of what happened 
subsequent to the accident. 

Q. Do you mean to tell me that that 
man's mental condition is such that he 
couldn't tell you about his business for the 
last threo or tour yeurs? 

A. I cannot speak as to the last three or 
four years. I have no doubt he knows all 
about that. 

y. Do you think his mental condition is 
such that he would know all about his 
transactions antecedent to the accident? 

A. I cannot tell you. You know that ac- 
cident and mental disease have the most 
extraordinary effects in that way sometimes. 
A person may meet with an accident, and 
the whole of his antecedent life will be an 
absolute blank to him, und he will recollect 
nothing. Cases have occurred, where a 
person after such a condition as that, after 
such a thing transpiring, will become ill 
again and forget what bus happened in his 
second sano period, and recollect all that 
happened in the first. So that when 
you usk me ubout mental conditions, you 
ask me about something I don't know very 
much about. 

Q. You cannot tell me whether his mental 
condition within the lust three or four years 
was such us to enable him to remember his 
business transactions antecedent to the in- 
jury ? 

A. I could not tell you whether he does 
or does not. 

Q. So far as his brain is concerned, do 
you think he would be able to remember? 

A. I cannot say; it may have had the 
effect of obliterating the whole of his past, 
or the reverse, or no effect whatever. 

y. 11 he recovered his memory subse- 
quent to tho injury, would that be any in- 
dication that he had recovered his mental 
balance ? 

A. Well I should say it was, generally 
speaking, a general indication that he was 
recovering. 

0. Also if he were able to analyze ami 
weigh questions and answers, that would be 
another indication ? 

A. Most decidedly. That is exactly 
what I do not think he can do. Redirect. 

Q. You think ho can't form a correct 
judgment now ? 

A. I answered you before — that he could 
buy any simple thing, but he was incapable 
of reasoning out any abstruse problem. 

Q. Do you think he can recollect business 
transactions, business that has been tran- 
sacted since the accident ? 

A. I can answer you two ways. Up to a 
certain period most decidedly he could re- 
collect what he did if he had done anything. 
He way have done anything under the sun 
and have no recollection of it. 

Q. Did you answer the question whether 
you thought he was fit to give evidonce? 

A. All I said was that he could give 
evidence, but thero was no tiso your asking 
mo ; 1 couldn't tell what his evidonce would 
bo worth. That is another thing. 

Q, Do you think it would he reliable ? 

A. I don't think it would be reliable 
about what happened after that accident— 
that is for a long time ; in fuct it would be 
entirely incorrect probably. 

Dr. Helmcken, Hr. :— I am a medical 
practitioner. Been here half a. century. 1 
first knew Thaddeus Harper long ugo. I 
think when I was in attendance on his 
brother Ji romt , who was suffering from Borne 
derangement of the mind, but in what year 
I don't know. The next time I saw Thud- 
dens Harper I think it was in St. Joseph's 
hospital, suffering from a broken upper jaw, 
which I believe he received from the kick 
of a horse. Ho wus perfectly insane ; he 
was delirious, — not delirious, but insane — 
and he continued so for some time, in fact 
until he left the hospital. When he left he 



wis insance at the time. I attended him 
with Dr. Davie. 

Q. Anything wrong with tho Bkull do 
you know ? 

A. Oh well, tho blow was here (tho jaw) 
or precious near it anyhow. On one side 1 
think, tho left eido. 

Q. Would that effect the brain ? 

A. Well, any kick of a horse or shuck of 
that sort, is likely to affect the brain— vory 
likely indeed. 1 havo no reason to suppose 
otherwise than that the blow did affect tho 
brain. In fact the two were coincident. So 
long as he remained there and so long as I 
saw him, he was insane. 

y. When did you see him after ? 

A. I don't recollect about dates, but I 
know 1 saw him after and ho was still what 
wo call " soft." lie was not in his proper 
mind. 

y. Have you seen him many times ainco? 

A. I buw him several times since, gener- 
ally about Goodacro's or the butchers' shops 
or somewhere, but I never hud any great 
conversation with him. 1 saw him about 
six months ago, perhaps less. Ho used to 
coino to my office of a morning occasionally 
and talk about what happened long ago ; he 
did not recollect, he waa beginning to recol- 
lect, and all that sort of thing. 

y. How was his mind then ? 

A. Well I considered he had not recov- 
ered bis previous injury. 

tj. You spoko of seeing him six months 
ugo. Have you Been him often, before that 
anil after the accident ? 

A. I cannot tell you how often I havo seen 
him before. When he was in town I used to 
meet him in the street. I was not intimate 
with him at all. Daring all the time 1 hare 
met him 1 consider him more or less insane— 
no! a sane man. 

Q. You can form an opinion, I suppose, 
from the nature of the accident and tho way 
tho man conducted himself. Y ou saw him 
there and have seen him since. You Bay 
thai you have never Been him in a sensible 
state of mind sinco the accident? 

A. No, I have not ; I cannot say I hare 
ever considered him perfectly sane. 

y. Y'ou have met him ; euu you say the 
number of times ? 

A. Oh I have met him a number of 
times in town, in various places. Of 
course he would talk a little .you know. He 
seemed to be foolish, silly. 

y. Did you say that the brother was 
alleged to be insane? 

A. Y'es; to tho best of my recollection it 
is so. 

Mr. McPhillips objected that the brother 
is not being tried. 

The Court — 1 think it is very important 
if it is shown to be hereditary, of course. 

Mr. McPhillips -That is a different thing 
entirely; we may have'that by distinct evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Richards — I am asking whether 
Jerome was alleged to be insane ? 

A. I said so. I attended him on account 
of same derangement of the mind. What 
became of him subsequently I don't know. 
Ho went away. 

Q. Was he insane at the time you attend- 
ed him ? 

A. Certainty. 

y. I ask you another proposition as a 
medical man. It is considered in the pro- 
fession that insanity runs in families? 

A. More or less; yes. Not constantly by 
any means. 

Q. And inherited, sometimes, from the 
parents ? 

A. Yes ; it is transmitted sometimes 
from parents. 

y. I want you to explain more of the na. 
ture of his ease, his disease of mind. 

A. I will put it in this way. I know 
nothing at all about mind indepeotly of 
some affection of tho brain, either organic, 
functional or accidental. Now then, what 
is the question? I mean to say this, that 
my evidence shows that T had i leas Harper 
was insane from injury to the twain. That 
insanity is likely to continue to the time his 
brain gets well. As the brain recovers so 
may the mind return. The one goes with 
the other. 

Q. Has the brain recovered yet ? 

A. I have told you what is equivalent to 
it. 1 do not consider his brain has entirely* 
recovered because the man is not in his proper 
senses entirely. 

Q. Then you say he could not have recov- 
ered und then have had a relapse ? 

A. I clout think he ever recovered, but I 
have not been sufficiently acquainted with 
him the whole time to know. A man may 
have disease of the bruin und is getting well, 
and from some excess or other, he may fall 
back again. Whether Thaddeus Harper 
ever recovered his senses properly I doubt 
very much indeed.

THE UGANDA TEOUBLE. 

To THE Editor ; — In your issue of August 
ID, in ,i letter signed J. N Lemmens, there 
are very misleading statements. It is 
hinted that the sum of £26,000 given to the 
Church Missionary Society fur the pro- 
pagation of the gospel, bus been spent on 
maxim guns for the slaughter of rival 
Christians in Uganda. I am able positively 
to state that the amount referred to was 
not collected for the Church Missionary 
Society but for the British Kast African 
Company. 

Lord Salisbury's (lovernment proposed 
that tho sum of £20,000 he voted for tho 
preliminary survey of tho Mombasa and 
Lake Nyanza railway ; it wus vetoed by the 
Opposition. Thereupon the Kast African 
Company threatened to withdraw from 
Uganda, and it wan loyul Englishmen, 
many of them sympathisers of tho Church 
Missionary Society, who donated a large 
sum ot money to enable the directors of the 
company to hold Uganda till a more favor- 
able reply was received from the British 
I 'arliament. 

The next session the amount desired for 
these surveys was voted and thus the House 
of Commons endorsed the policy of the 
donors to the fund referred to in your cor- 
respondent's letter.

Regulations, or any of them, anil tho powers 
and duties of tho Provincial Health Oflicer 
undor tho said Rules and Regulations shall do-

(I'cneral Description of One of tlio Iiest 
Equipped Establishments on 
tlio Coast. 



How lee Is Made in Hot Weather— 
From Malt Mill to 
Barrel. 



Yesterday the Victoria Brewing and Ice 
•oirpany put their Brat brew on the market. 
As this in one of the largest aud best 
equipped establishments of the kind on the 
coast u general description of the institution 
oannot fail to interest. [ 

Tho buildings are located on the corner 
of Government and Discovery streets, 
occupy a ground area of 80x120 feet, and 
»ro six stories high in the main. Tlio build- 
ings are divided on tho ground floor by a 
driveway running oust and west. On tho 
north side of the driveway tho ground floor 
is taken up by the ice machine room, the 
ice manufactory, and the boilers which sup- 
ply tho iteam. The ico making room con- 
tains a number of galvanized tunks each 
the »ize of a largo block of ice. These are 
filled with pure water and the vacuum pipes 
which surround them on all sides produce a 
temperature which soon transforms tho 
water into blocks of clear and solid ice. 

The rapacity of this portion of the works 
is from 10 to I'd tons of ice per day. Tho 
ice machine is from tho linn of Weiscl & 
Viltar, Milwaukee. The lowering of the 
temperature is produced by tlio forcing of 
ammonia fumes through pipes from which 
the air has been exhausted. From the ice 
machine pipes are run through the various 
departments where alow temperature is de- 
sirable and the moisture from tho surround- 
ing atmosphere keep3 them continually 
covered with a thick coating of ice anil 
frost. 

Above the ice room are the brew masters' 
rooms, and the lodgings for those of the em- 
ployes who prefer to remain in the building 
to going elsewhere for sleeping accommoda- 
tion. Above the driveway are the offices, 
where tho business of the hrmis transacted. 
To tho south of tho driveway ii the 
main building. This contains on the 
first and second floors the brew-house pro- 
per, tho brew kettles, the mash tub, and 
the hop jack. Back of these are the 
till room and wash room. The mult is 
steeped in the mash tub, where it is stirred 
by heavy machinery, which keeps it con- 
stantly in motion. Thence after being 
settled and strained it passes to the brew 
kettle. Hero tho hops are added and tho 
mass is boiled. Next it is taken to the hop 
jack, where the hops aro separated and the 
beer is pumped to tho cooler, which is in the 
highest part of tho building. 

The cooler eonsistsjof a number of the ice- 
covered pipes arranged in such a manner as 
to surround the trough through which the 
hot beer from tho hop jack is run. A very 
short time only is needed to reduce the 
temperature to almost freezing point. 
From the cooler the beer runs into 
the fermenting tubs located in tho southern 
part of tho third story of the building. 
Hero tho beer is kept at almost freezing 
point during the period of fermentation, 
lasting from two to three weeks. There 
are 13 vats in this department, each con- 
taining a brew of 2,700 gallons. 

After the fermentation, the liquid is 
drawn off to the lloor below, into the stock 
vats, where the beer is allowed to ripen 
witli age. There are l.'i of these vats, each 
having a capacity of 5,400 gallons. 

From the stock vats the beer is drawn 
into the chip casks, 13 in number, each 
holding 2,700 gallons, on tho ground floor. 
Here tho clearing and preparing is done 
before the final barrelling and bottling for 
market, the last process being the running 
of the beer through a filter, which clears it 
of any possibly remaining particles. From 
this filter is drawn the clear amber fluid. 

Krerything is so arranged that the least 
possible Mnount of handling is required. 

Coming back to tho third and fourth 
floors of the main building are the malt 
bins, the storeroom for hops, tho scale hop- 
per, and the rice tank, which will be used 
when tho making of rice beer is taken up. 
which will be in the near future. This has 
not yet been done, owing to the fact that 
some object to the use of rice in brewing. 
In the United States, however, it has be- 
come rccgnized that the addition of a 
small quantity of rice to a brew, adds to its 
body, renders it brighter, anil fives a lUvor 
which is more popular than that of the beer 
made without such an addition. 

On the fifth floor thero is a hot water 
tank and malt mill. The malt is gronnd 
here, and runs into the malt hopper below, 
from which it goes to be steeped in the 
mash tub. The malt is hoisted by elevators 
from the driveway into the bins, and from 
there to tho malt mill without any manual 
labor being required. 

In addition to the main building, the 
ground for 120x180 feet is occupied by the 
3tablo and the temporary bottling works. 
Th;se will soon be replaced by a new 
bottling house, which will contain all tho 
modern improvements. The whole institu- 
tion is »s thorough anil complete from top 
to bottom as any on the Coast. 



A NEW CAVALRY WEAPON. 



A Klllo Carried Underneath tho II 
TVIU Shoot Accurately, 

Capt. W. F. 1'ei'l, of the British army 
has invented and tested a contrivance 
for adding- to the, effective lighting 
strength .if the cavalry. The invention 
.says the United Service Gazott 
consists of an attachment for rifles i 
other firearms to the harness of eav 
airy horses in such a manner that they 
may, while so attached, be fired at the 
will of the rider. 

Fitted Id the under side of the girth 
or holly band, is a clip or other suit- 
able appliance fur sustaining the lire 
arm in a central position, longi 
tudinally, under the Body of the hot 
the muzzle end of the firearm protrud 
ing forward in the direction of and pr 
ferubly beyond the chest of the animal 
the barrel passing between his forelegs. 
Suitable attachments are also fitted to 
the harness to support and adjust th 
firearm. 

The rider is provided with means for 
discharging the firearm while the hi 
remains in the position above dese il 
These means may consist of median 
leal, electrical, pneumatic or other ap- 
pliances. 

In working- by means of electricity 
battery, accumulator or dynamo may 
be fitted to th- saddle and electro mi 
nets or other appliance may be lit ted 
as to operate the triffg-er of the lire ana 
the connection being effected by wire 
so arrangvil i',;:;t. by touching a button 
tin? electric force causes tin- piece to 
lire, the operation being repealed as r 
quired until the firearm has discharge 
its iimmu nitii >n. 

A bearing rein or other attachment 
to the hit it bridle is arranged to pi' 
vent the animal's head being lowered 
when t he gain is being tired. 

Experiments with Capt. Peel's at- 
tachment wme mail.' recently at the 
t'lirrag-h and at I'irbright, and provei 
' the ri lie eonld 1 >o fired wit Ii tin 
attachment without startling the horse 
and with a fair degree of accuracy at 
short ranges. 

It has been objected that Capt. Peel't 
invention could not he used with t hi 
present cavalry drill, but it nitty ven 
fairly he argued that drill should de 
pond on weapons, and not weapons oil 
drill; that if cavalry would be ad- 
vantaged by the addition of this new 
mode of offense, the drill must he mod- 
ified so far as may he necessary to ad- 
mit of its introduction. 
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POST OFFICIO REPORT. 

Thirty-Eighth Annual Report of the llriiish 
Authorities— Interesting Facts. 

London, Aug. HI. — The thirty-eighth an- 
nual report of the PostmnBtor-General is- 
sued yesterday shows a continued advance 
of business. The total number of letters 
handled was 2,716,518,305, an increase of 
3-5 per cent. : 6,968,548 telegrams wero de- 
spatched, an increase of -1.1) por cent, over 
the previous year. Some of the usual 
curions incidents are given. In one case a 
letter waj found at Dumbarton addressed as 
follows: "To the Manager of tho Public 
House with Walker's sign up corner of the 
Fair grounds, and the stables arc at the 
hack of the house, and last winter Mr. 
Davin Switchback stood close to the house, 
Northampton." Tho letter was delivered. 
In another case an address was found in a 
town r>{ seventy-two thousand inhabitants 
as follows : "To a gentleman with a cork 
leg and projecting teeth, who is engaged as 
a jeweler's assistant." The report gives 
particular! of enployment of soldiers and 
sailors ns postmen : of the rovision of post- 
men's wages, tho working of the new ex- 
press dolivery and the school stamp deposit 
Bchcnie.

The proprietor bad his atten 
tion called, not long ago. to the fad 
that ladies on leaving home for the 
slimmer are often at n loss what to do 
with their pet birds, not wishing to in- 
dict their care upon friendly neighbors, 
nor to trust tl'icra to careless servants. 
So he advertised for "bird boarders, ' 
and now his house is full, 

The rates <if board vary with the dif- 
ferent species of birds, according to the 
amount, of attention they require and 
the character of food suited hi their 
tastes. Canaries aro boardcil for twen- 
ty-five cents n week. A common soft 
cracker, with mixed seed and occasional 
hard-boiled eggs grated, with plenty of 
cuttlefish hone, is all they demand. Tho 
noisy parrot is considered a profitable 
boarder at fifty cuts a week-. It, is en- 
tirely satisfied with crackers, peanuts, 
sunflower seeds, and unbailed rice. 

Mi ire a ristoerat ic birds, however, such 
as biilfinclies, nightingales and mock- 
ing-birds, must have ants' e<rgs, which 
arc prepared in Europe and shipped 
here, bigot her with meal-worms and ex- 
pensive seeds of particular kinds. One 
dollar and a half a week is charged for 
the hoard of these spi-eies. 

The landlord says that the compan- 
ionship which his' feathered boarders 
enjoy in their summer boarding house 
adds materially to their well-being, and 
in the ease of song birds t,, the quality 
of t heir singing. 

Among- the interesting bird guests 
this season are a ci lleetion of Hart/, 
mountain and English canaries, several 
macaws. Cuban parr. its. American 
finches and nightingales. The landlord 
endures the noise w il h equanimity and 
feels thankful that his guests can not 
get out of their cages and storm the 
business counter with their complaints 
and remarks, as sea-shore visitors some- 
ti mes do.

GEORGE VV. CURTIS. 

Sketch of th" Well-Known Editor of "Har- 
per's Weekly" Ills Political 
Record. 

New York, Aug. 31. — George \V. Curtis, 
whoso death occurred yesterday, became ill 
about two months ago with indications of 
dropsy. Ho constantly suffered consider 
able pain, and Has told that opium would 
relievo him, but he declined to take it. At 
the request of Mrs. Curtis homeopathic 
treatment was resorted to hist week. Since 
that time he has suffered less, but about 
three days sgo hu began to sink gradu- 
ally, finally dying at 6 o'clock in the morning. 
Mr. Curtis was born in Providence, R.I., 
February 24, 1824. Ho, with his elder 
brother, in 184'.', joined the community of 
Brook Earm, in West Koxbury, Mass., and 
after eighteen months of study and farm 
labor, went to concord, Mass., where they 
spent eighteen months in a farmer's family, 
afterward tilling a small piece of land for 
six months. In IHKi Mr. Curtis went 
abroad, traveling. He returned to tUiB 
country in 1850, and soon afterward be- 
came one of tho editorial atail of the Now 



York Tribune. Mr. Curtis waa one of the 
editors of the first series of Putnam's 
Monthly from its appearance in 1852 till it 
ceased to exist. In 1853 he began in 
Harper's Monthly the series of papers en- 
titled "The Editor's Easy Chair," and in 
tho same year entered tho lecture field, 
meeting with great success. Soon after tho 
establishment of Harper's Weekly, in 1857, 
he became ita leading editorial writer. On 
the establishment of Harper's Bazar, in 
ISliT, he began a series of papers 
under the titlo of "Manners Upon 
tho Road," which was continued 
weekly until the spring of 1873. Ho was a 
delegate to tho Republican National Con- 
ventions of 1SU0 and 18u'-l, and in tho latter 
year was an unsuccessful cmdidato for 
Concresa in the First New York district 
Tn 1862 he declined the i flico of Consul- 
General in Egypt, offered by President Lin- 
coln. In 1S117 he was elected a delegate-ut- 
large to the Constitutional Convention of 
New York, in which he was chairman of 
tho committee on education. In 1 80S he 
whs nominated a Republican presidential 
elector, and iu ISlii) declined tho Republi- 
can nomination for Secretary of Stale of 
New Yoik. Mr. Curtis was, in 1871, ap- 
pointed by President Grunt one of the com- 
mission to draw up rules for the regulation 
of tho civil service, but resigned in March, 
1873, He wus a delegate to the Republi- 
can National Convention of 1870, that 
nominated President lluyca. Asked to 
select a foreign mission, he declined; and 
a'so declined the mission to Germany. 
Mr. Curtis was chairman of a meeting of 
Independent Republicans, June Hi, 1884, to 
take action Dgaitist the nomination of James 
O. Blaine, and he subsequently supported 
Crover Cleveland. Harper's Weekly bo- 
came the leading organ of the Mugwump 
party. Mr. Curtis had been one of the 
regents of the University of tho State of 
New York, and its Vice-Chancellor. He 
published "Nile Notes of a Howadji," "The 
Howadji in Syria," "Lotus Eating," 
'Trumps," a novel, and various collected 
papera.
